Dear Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated June 1 , 2007, the response term 
having been extended by one month by paper filed of even date herewith, the applicants 
hereby elect Group 2. Within Group 2, if the Examiner's requirement is correctly 
understood, the applicants hereby elect the inhibition of AXL protein. This election is with 
traverse, especially with respect to Groups 2-4, since there is a shared linking technical 
concept, namely the Inhibition of the AXL gene function by using suitable Inhibitors. This 
application Is a U.S. National Phase Entry application from a PCT International Application, 
so that the PCT Rules of unity of invention apply, and the special technical feature, namely 
the inhibition of the AXL gene function, is not taught by the reference relied upon by the 
Examiner. Accordingly, withdrawal of the Restriction Requirement, at least with respect to 
Groups 2-4, is believed in order and is awaited. 
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The Examiner required a species election for Group 2, and in response to tliis 
requirement tlie applicants elect species 5, namely an antibody directed to the AXL protein. 
Early and favorable action on the merits is awaited.
